We have 
uiot on the navy register to-day a 
Farragut or a Decatur, a Dupont in' a 
Foote; in fact, tho old ’sea dog’ seems 
to have given his last biirk." .-tnd 
then story followi-d story and one was 
told of Fominodore David Porter, 
father of .\dmiral David D. I’ortiT, 
who adopted David Ulaseoe Farragut, 
aflirwaiil admiral, In 18h0. 

Fomniiidoie Porter's naval career 
closed wi'h an interesting lueident. . .V 
gang of pirates had preyinl upon and 
fobbed Hie .Vinerieaiis on the island of 
St. Thomas and carrit'd off their booty 
I to Porto Bii'o to disiiose of. Lieut. 
I'harli's T. Platt, who commandi'd one 
I of Hie small ves.sels of Porter’s licet, 
heard the eomiilalnts of the .tmericans 
and started in chase of the lurates. 
lie followed them to the p.irt where 
they had taken the refuge ami at once 
^n;iile a ilennind upon the alealde and 
othi'i auHioi ities for Hie return of the 
stolen g I lis. hilt ho was Ireateil with 
' Inilignit.v by the ofi'icials and put under 
‘irresl hy them. 

Snhscuiiciitly he was released, and 
IS he was leaving the Imrlior he met 
the tlagshiii fthe .lohn .\dams) of Com¬ 
modore Porter, reportrtl to him the 
treatment ho had been subjeotevl to, 
and this resultcil in the i-ominodore 
demanding an apology and reparation 
from the alealde. Commodore Porter 
had with him thive or four other ves- 
I »els of his rtcet. and he threaten-ed that 
If his demands were not complied with 
In one hour he would take iwssesslon 
of the place. No attention being paid 
to his deuiands Porter began to laud 
a force of about ItX) armed men. and 
then the nuthorlties, seeing that he 
was not playing with them, agreed to 
all that was asked. 

But his own government disapprov¬ 
ed of Porter's act of vindication and 
tlie commodore was recalleil. was put 
under charges and tried by court-mar¬ 
tial and was sentencetl to suspension 
from rank, duty and pay for six 
months. Commodore Porter demurred 
to this punishment, but the department 
Inslsti-d upem the order being carried 


Cajit. .lo.seph I.a Barge, ou« of the 
early pilots of the Missouri river, was
